Licenses to carry firearms 
require a background 
check, including fingerprinting 
and photographing. Conviction of 
carrying a firearm, without a 
proper license means a jain 
sentence - a mandatory prison 
sentence of one year. 

In Massachusetts gun owners 
have been licensed since 1934. The 
owners of these guns, law abiding 
persons, will be penalized if the 
Proposal becomes law. 
Proposal will become a confisca- 
tion of private property. 

The present proposal, Yacino 
said, reminds one of the prohibi- 
tion proposal which became law, 
many years ago. The prohibition 
of alcoholic beverages proved con- 
clusively that such prohibition 
creates bootlegging and smuggl- 
ing, and a marked increase in 
lawlessness. The prohibition of 
hand-guns will merely create an 
additional source of profit for the 
underworld.
